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Biief  History  of  Euclid  High  Schools 


In  1868,  the  first  high  school  was  organized  in  Euclid  Township. 
Classes  were  held  in  a  School  Street  building.   There  were  six  students  in 
the  class,  with  the  teacher  also  acting  as  principal  and  superintendent. 

The  first  high  school  building  was  built  on  North  Street  in  1894. 
Forty-five  were  enrolled  in  the  school.   The  first  commencement  was  held 
on  May  28,  1897,  with  six  graduates  receiving  diplomas.   (There  were  six 
graduates  . . .  and  eleven  men  on  the  Board  of  Education.)  That  year  there 
were  1,439  cases  of  tardiness  reported  and  87  cases  of  whipping, 
including  five  girls. 

Central  and  Shore  Schools  were  built  in  191 3.   Of  36  who  bid  on  the 
job,  the  lowest  bidder  received  $85,000  for  the  construction  of  both 
schools.   Thus  was  born  a  healthy  rivalry  that  continued  to  excite  people 
all  over  town  for  many  years.   The  rivalry  was  a  challenge  to  each  school. 
At  the  time,  only  a  few  rooms  were  occupied  by  high  school  classes. 
Although  classes  were  mixed  at  Shore  High,  the  boys  had  to  use  the  Bliss 
Road  (East  222nd  Street)  entrance,  while  the  girls  were  obliged  to  enter 
from  Babbitt  Road. 

A  whole  new  era  of  high  school  environment  started  with  the  building 
of  a  single  Euclid  high  school  in  1949.   Euclid  Senior  High  School  opened 
with  an  enrollment  of  1 ,850  in  grades  10  through  12.   A  new  history  of 
Euclid  public  high  school  experience  was  born.   Peak  enrollment  in  the 
top  three  grades  was  reached  between  1965-75  when  almost  3,000 
students  were  enrolled. 

Euclid  high  schools  have  contributed  to  local,  national  and 
international  offerings  in  music,  art,  sports  and  in  the  areas  of  science, 
business,  politics  and  education,  as  well  as  in  general  entries  into  the  work 
force  of  America.

EDWARD  "MOE"  MIKOVICH  ...  Central,  1947 


"Moe"  is  an  outstanding  athlete,  a  born  leader,  and  a  community 
servant.   As  a  high  school  athlete,  he  starred  four  years  as  a  back  in 
football,  three  years  as  a  basketball  guard  and  played  shortstop  four  years 
on  the  baseball  team .   He  was  team  captain  two  years  in  football  and  one 
year  in  baseball.   He  was  active  in  a  number  of  clubs  and  organizations  in 
high  school,  such  as  Hi-Y,  newspaper  staff,  Card  Club  and  Chess  & 
Checkers  Club. 

He  attended  Ohio  University  for  a  year  where  he  played  football  and 
baseball.   Moe  worked  as  a  housing  inspector  for  the  City  of  Euclid  and 
served  as  a  councilman  for  one  term.   He  is  a  14-gallon  member  of  the 
Red  Cross  Bloodmobile. 

He  played  recreation  volleyball,  basketball  and  softball  for  many  years. 
As  a  member  of  the  Euclid  Softball  Commission  for  20  years,  he  was 
selected  for  the  "Volunteer  of  the  Year"  award  in  1968. 

Moe  is  still  active  in  the  Collinwood  Croatian  Home  and  Euclid  Lions 
Club,  where  he  served  as  president  one  year.   He  has  been  a  lifelong 
resident  of  Euclid 


WILLIAM  "BILL"  ERB  ...  Shore,  1949 


Bill  was  a  great  four-year  wrestler  under  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Clarence 
Eckert.   He  was  sectional,  district  and  regional  champion.   In  1948,  he 
was  State  Runner-up  and  in  1 949  he  won  the  State  Championship  in  the 
125 -pound  class.   He  attended  Ohio  State  University  on  a  wrestling 
scholarship  and  wrestled  for  two  years  there. 

In  1955,  1957  and  1959,  Bill  won  first  place  in  the  NorthEast  Ohio 
AAU  Tournament.   He  then  moved  to  Hollywood,  Florida,  where  he 
became  the  State  AAU  Champion  in  his  division  in  1961 ,  1964  and  1966. 
In  1964,  he  reached  the  semifinals  for  the  United  States  Olympic  tryouts 
in  the  125 -pound  weight  class.

DENNIS  TURK  ALL  ...  Euclid  Senior,  1959 


Dennis  was  an  outstanding  baseball  player  under  Hall  of  Fame  Member 
Neal  Nelson  and  a  fine  basketball  player  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Jim 
Calvert.   He  was  captain  of  the  1959  baseball  team  and  played  in  the 
East-West  All  Star  game.   In  1958,  he  played  on  the  Euclid  baseball  team 
that  reached  the  State  Finals. 

He  went  on  to  Cleveland  State  University  where  he  again  starred  in 
baseball  and  basketball.   Dennis  was  named  "Athlete  of  the  Year"  in  1963 
for  both  baseball  and  basketball.   He  captained  the  basketball  team  in  his 
sophomore  and  senior  years.   In  1978,  he  was  inducted  into  the  C.S.U. 
Hall  of  Fame. 

He  has  played  Cleveland  Class  A  baseball  for  12  years.   He  has  spent  33 
years  teaching  and  coaching  at  Central  and  Euclid  High.   Currently,  he  is 
the  head  baseball  coach  and  J.V.  basketball  coach  at  Euclid. 

Dennis  has  been  married  to  Sheila  for  33  years.   They  have  three 
children  and  still  reside  in  Euclid. 


DAVID  SPROCHI ...  Euclid  Senior,  1961 


Dave  starred  as  the  catcher  on  Euclid's  1960  State  qualifying  baseball 
team  in  his  junior  year.   As  a  senior,  he  was  first  team  All- Ohio  and  served 
as  team  captain.   He  played  under  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Bob  Addis.   In 
football,  on  Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Don  Mohr's  1959  and  1960  teams,  he 
was  an  outstanding  halfback. 

He  attended  Ohio  University  on  an  athletic  scholarship.  At  O.U.,  he 
played  three  years  of  varsity  baseball  and  was  named  All -Conference  in 
1965.   The  team  was  nationally  ranked. 

He  became  a  teacher  and  coach  at  Euclid  Senior  and  Euclid  Central 
Junior  High  and  was  head  baseball  coach  at  Villa  Angela- St  Joseph  High 
School,  where  he  started  the  first  J.V.  and  freshman  baseball  teams. 

Dave  has  been  a  football  and  basketball  official,  and  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Greater  Cleveland  Baseball  Coaches  Association  for  17  years.   He 
has  held  every  office  in  the  organization  and  was  named  "Man  of  the  Year" 
in  1991  and  1994. 

Currently,  Dave  is  retired  from  the  Euclid  Schools  and  is  serving  as  an 
assistant  baseball  coach  at  Cleveland  State  University. 


ROGER  MURPHY  ...  Euclid  Senior,  1963 


Roger  enjoyed  a  varied,  and  outstanding  athletic  career  in  high  school, 
college  and  the  professional  ranks.  At  Euclid  High  School  he  lettered  two 
years  in  cross  country  and  three  in  basketball. 

At  Northwestern  University,  as  a  walk-on  in  football,  he  had  a  great 
career.   In  1966,  he  set  school  records  in  most  yards  per  game,  most  yards 
per  season  and  most  receptions  per  season.   He  was  named  Most  Valuable 
Player  in  his  senior  year  and  played  in  the  prestigious  Blue- Gray  game. 
He  was  named  Co-Best  Athlete  as  a  senior.

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Jerry  adds  a  rare  uniqueness  to  our  Euclid  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  as  he 
joins  his  father  Bob  who  was  inducted  in  1989  as  an  outstanding  athlete  at 
Euclid  Central.  Jerry  was  an  outstanding  guard  in  basketball  and 
shortstop  in  baseball.   He  was  captain  of  both  teams.   He  made  All 
Greater  Cleveland  Conference  in  baseball  and  basketball  and  All- Ohio  in 
baseball.   In  1979  he  was  named  the  "Outstanding  Male  Athlete  of  the 
Year"  by  the  Fraternal  Order  of  Police.   That  same  year,  he  was  elected  to 
the  National  Honor  Society. 

He  played  four  years  of  varsity  baseball  at  Bowling  Green  State 
University.   He  was  named  Academic  All-MAC  and  was  a  finalist  in  the 
Pan-American  Games.

He  has  been  very  active  in  youth  soccer  and  baseball.   His  nine  and  ten 
year-old  baseballers  have  won  state,  regional  and  national  honors.

Derek  was  one  of  the  finest  basketball  players  ever  to  play  in  Euclid 
schools.   He  was  a  four-year  starter  for  "Doc"  Daugherty,  setting  a  record 
by  playing  in  80  games.    He  also  holds  the  record  for  the  most  points 
scored,  1 ,496  and  led  every  year  in  number  of  assists.   His  many  honors 
include:   MVP,  team  captain,  All-District,  The  News-Herald  First  Team, 
The  Plain  Dealer  First  Team  and  All- State  in  both  his  junior  and  senior 
years. 

He  won  three  tournament  games  for  Euclid  with  last  minute  "clutch" 
shots.   Derek  played  in  the  North-South  All-Star  game  and  the 
Michigan- Ohio  All- Star  game. 

He  attended  Miami  University  for  two  years  and  then  transferred  to 
Edinboro  in  Pennsylvania,  where  he  became  team  captain,  All- Conference 
and  All-Tournament  in  his  junior  and  senior  years.    He  was  named  to  the 
Edinboro  All- Academic  team  in  1990  and  1991 . 

Derek  has  been  working  in  the  business  world  as  a  sales  representative 
and  distributor  for  a  large  corporation. 


STANLEY  MINOTAS.  .  .  Honorary 


Stan  was  probably  the  most  ardent,  capable,  influential  supporter  and 
promoter  of  Euclid  sports  in  our  history.    He  was  a  good  athlete  at  Euclid 
Central  High  School  and  active  in  several  clubs  and  organizations.    He 
graduated  in  1939. 

He  attended  Fenn  College  (now  Cleveland  State  University)  for  two 
years,  majoring  in  journalism.    He  reported  sports  news  to  The  Plain 
Dealer  and  Euclid  News  Journal,  starting  as  a  senior  in  high  school.   After 
Fenn,  he  became  the  sports  editor  for  the  Journal.    His  "Stan  Says"  column 
was  a  weekly  highlight,  and  he  pulled  no  punches  in  his  reporting. 

Stan  brought  Little  League  Baseball  to  Euclid,  which  later  became  the 
Euclid  Boys  League.  He  was  also  instrumental  in  establishing  the  Euclid 
Pony  League  baseball  program. 

He  was  a  community  servant,  being  named  "Man  of  the  Year"  bv  the 
Kiwanis  Club  of  Euclid  and  the  Euclid  Jaycees.   In  1952,  he  was  honored 
by  the  U.  S.  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Stan  spent  his  entire  life  in  Euclid.    He  and  his  wife,  Dorothv,  raised 
their  three  children  here.    He  is  deceased.
